To the People of North Carolina : 

The General Assembly ut its ree 
cent session called a Convention of 
the people to meet at Raleigh on the 
Sth day of September next. for the 
purpose of suggesting such altera- 
‘ions in our organic law as muy be 
deemed wise and expedient. 

NECESSITY POR CITANGE, 

The necessity for changing many 
of the provisions of the existing Con- 
stitution is generally admitted. and is 
roo apparent to require extended ar- 
gument. It is true that some of our 
prominent men at one time opposed 
‘he eall fora convention ; but their 
setion was based on prudential eon- 
-ideration, and not on an indisposi- 
tion to have the Constitution 
thoroughly revised. They feared that 
our purpose in seeking to reform our 
fundamental Law, might be mis- 
construed by the violent and il!- 
informed men then controlling Con- 
gress, and the prosperity of our peo- 
ple checked, and the peace of the 
State jeopardized by some barsh and 
unconstitutional action on the part 
of the United States authorities, 
That fear no longer exists. We now 
have every assurance that the 
Constitution of the Uaited States will 
be observed by the officers. of the 
Giovernment,and feel a satisfaction in 
announcing to youthatthe time has 
at last arrived when the officials at 
Washington City concede that the 
pecple of North Carolina have the 
same right to manage their local 
coneerns which the citizens of other 
States enjoy. Weean proceed with- 
oul apprehension to perfect our Con- 
stitution and remodel it in the 
interests of our people. 

TIE CONATITUTION, THE CREATURE OF Bile

peeessary. Ourcorganic law should be ex- 
pressed in language clear, simple and per-
